- start to overrun the building. 

Controlling Billy, you must 
patrol the sprawling building 
rooting out the evil Gremlins and 
preventing them from causing any 
more havoc. To do this, you can 
pick up and use a number of 
objects, and ward off attacks or 
solve puzzles - for instance, a 
torch would ward off any potential 
attack. In addition, there are a 
number of other hazards which 
must be avoided by jumping over 
them or deflecting. It is hoped that 
a lot of the humour can be 
incorporated into the game, as the 
film was full of movie in-jokes. But 
highest priority are the many 
Gremlins, including a superb 
spider cross-breed and one that 
resembles a vegetable patch! 
Expect a review within the next 
two months.

It has to be said that the version 
we have seen is extremely fast, and there is no sacrifice 
on the smoothness side, either. The car is easier to control 
than in EA’s past old driving sim, Ferrari Formula One, and 
the overall impression is very good. You compete against 
thirty-two computer-controlled cars as you whizz around 
the Indianapolis track with all its tight corners, ensuring 
that you pull into the pits every now and then.

Now, with the advent of 
Powermonger, it seems that they 
are going to improve on an 
already superb reputation. 
Looking superficially like 
Populous, Powermonger puts 
you in the shoes of an army 
leader who must guide his army 
over a Populous-style 3D 
landscape. However, before 
everyone shouts that it is a 
blatant rip-off - read on 
carefully... Instead of taking the 
easy option and re-using their 
Populous code, Bullfrog have 
started from scratch and made 
several improvements to the 
already-impressive 3D system. 
For instance, the screen update 
is significantly faster, and you 
can also pan in and out of the 
landscape and take a closer look 
at the various villages and their 
inhabitants.

Designed by heavy metal 
freak Martin Chudley, The Killing 
Gameshow is set in a variety of 
bizarre and dangerous worlds 
and the game is pure adrenaline, 
pumped with a thumping rock 
beat, heavy bass and great guitar 
riffs. Another indication of the 
mans musical taste is the odd 
message which appears in the 
game like: ‘Were gonna raise 
hell! 

The Killing Gameshow is 
segmented into worlds or 
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environment, which harbour a 
variety of villains, traps and 
beasts, each more treacherous 
than the last. 

With the joystick, you control 
this fearsome insectoid creation (a 
Psygnosis speciality) within a 
platform environment, wasting the 
enemy with a barrage of fire. As 
you move over hell's creation, you 
must use strategy to travel from 
one section to another, as well as 
a variety of shaped keys which 
open doors to other areas. When 
collected, these keys appear in an 
inventory beneath the screen and 
you must look for like-shaped 
keyholes to fit them in. The 
ultimate threat is the rising tide of 
water (by the way, you can 
actually alter the shade of this 
water by tapping various keys on 
the numeric pad).

Yes, looking at the line up in this 
multi event style game, such as 
Miss Wet T-Shirt, | only wish that 
this bar was my local - San Jose 
here | come! 

The line up of events in Bar 
Games means that the game 
won't win any awards for taste, 
with a wet teeshirt competition 
called ‘Wet ‘n’ Wild’ and another 
dubbed ‘Pick-up Artist’. January 
1990: Sam and Steve dream up 
the idea for bar games. The idea 
was to move away from the 
traditional bar pursuits like skittles 
and crib. 

So they set about looking for 
the sort of things that went on in 
modern day pubs. Their findings 
included Lady Mud Wrestling, 
Miss Wet T-shirt, along with Air 
Hockey, Liars Dice, Beer Sliding 
and even the mechanical bull - | 
can just see one of those in the 
King's Head.
